A Lot of Youths Penned 
~When They Shouldn't Be! 


(This is the first, of two arti- 
cles on Brannen Lake School.)

‘Most juvenile delinquent 
_ boys in Victoria will sooner or 
later travel the road through 
magnificent countryside north 
of Nanaimo. 
_ It leads to Brannen Lake 

School, the place where delin- 
quents are sent when they can 
no longer be handled in the 
community. 

There are usually between 
‘150 and 200 youngsters staying 
/at Brannen Lake at, time. 
/ Statistics show that a one- 
quarter of them have been 
there before. Some have been 
committed for the third time. 

Statistics 
Victoria more delir- 
quents, proportionate to popu- 
lation, than any other urban 
« area of the province.

This doesnot mean that the 
rate df delinquency in Greater 
Victoria is the highest in the 
province. What it does show 
is that this area has fewer 
facilities than others for handl- 


simply because there is no 
place els® to send them. 

Is Brannen Lake the place 
to send a delinquent? 

Dr. Charlies Gregory, the 
consultant psychiatrist at the 
school, does not think so. 

Three yars ago he made a 
careful survey of 28 inmates 
who were referred to him for 
attention. He found only one 
of.them to be a “hard core 
psychopath" who needed to be 
kept in custody. 


show Greater — 


Of the others, he says, four 
needed hospital treatment for 
brain damage or psychosis, 
three required further in- 
vestigation to determine what 
exactly was wrong with them, 
and the remaining 20 were 
emotionally disturbed. to a 
considerable degree. 


Dr. Gregory says that puf- 
ting a disturbed youngster in 
the school does not solve his 
individual problem nor does 
it. improve the family situa- 
tion that, in most casts, 
caused the problem. 


But still, magistrates ‘send 
juvenile offenders to the 
school, often. with recom- 
mendations that they be 
Screened by a psychiatrist 
when they get there. 

Dr. Gregory says most 
magistrates are not aware of. 
the limitations of facilities at 
the school. And he adds that 
if. psychiatric help were 
needed, and available, a dif- 
ferept setting would be pre- 
ferable. x 

F, G. Hassard, superintend- 
emt of the school, admitted to 
a group of visitors this week 
that “a percentage of young- 


._Sters here need psychiatric 


help. They shouldn't be here.”

There are, usually -between 
150 and 200 youngsters staying 
at Brannen Lake at any time. 
Statistics show that about one- 
quarter of them have beer 
there befdre. Some have been™ 
committed for thel third time. 

Statistics also, show Greater 
Victoria | seni more delin- © 
.quents, proportionate to popu- 
lation, than any .other urban 
area of the province.

This does not mean that the 
rate of delinquency in Greater 
Victoria is the highest in the

is. that this area has fewer 
facilities than others for handl- 
ling its troublesome youth.

"The first impression of a 
visitor is the largest number 
of Indian ‘boys among’ the in- 
mates.
